As Peel Region readies for 
a vaccination blitz this week- 
end, the third wave of 
COVID-19 has some resi- 
dents feeling like a ticking 
time bomb waiting to ex- 
plode. 

In interviews with Peel 
Weekly News, residents in 
Peel have expressed the sen- 
timent that the mounting ef- 
fects of COVID-19 have 
affected them, even if ités not 
immediately visible on the 
surface. 

“(The pandemic) bothers 
me, but not in the way it does 
my friends who are parents 
having the daunting task of 
figuring out if they should go 
to work or stay at home with 
a child who has online learn- 
ing,” said Mississauga resi-

dent Linda Reeves, who says 
that her fatigue from the 
lockdown and the pandemic 
is a silent pressure that’s al- 
ways present. 

“While (my friends) are fig- 
uring it out, I too am tired of 
it because I can't get to do the 
outdoor things I would do 
with friends and family as 
the weather gets better, so 
I'm sick of it at this point,” 
said Reeves. 

The push to vaccinate 75 
per cent of Peel’s population 
— a target goal set by the re- 
gion’s top health officials — 
has resulted in outreach ef- 
forts to communities with 
targeted pop-up clinics and 
resources, but mental health 
challenges remain a key con- 
cern, say advocates. 
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For all the 


“Ontario's mental health 
crisis continues to build up,” 
said Dr. Amer Burhan of the 
Ontario Shores Centre for 
Mental Health Sciences last 
week. “Few are surprised to 
learn the pandemic has 
eroded our collective mental 
well-being. 

In a poll released in Mar. 
2021 by Ontario's division of 
the Canadian Mental Health 
Association (CMHA), almost 
80 per cent of Ontarians be- 
lieve a post-pandemic men- 
tal health crisis is inevitable, 
as people reported never be- 
fore seen levels of loneliness 
and despair due to isolation 
and provincial lockdown 
measures.

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Council gives greenlight for ASE expansion

Pedal to the 
metal? A_ ticket 
might be just 


around the cor- 
ner. 

Mississauga city 
councillors over- 
whelmingly voted 
Wednesday morn- 
ing to expand the 
citys Automated 
Speed Enforce- 
ment (ASE) pro- 
gram, building off 
an imminent roll- 
out of cameras in 
school zones 
within Wards 5 
and 8. 

The expanded 
program would 
see the city boost 
its number of ASE 
cameras, which 
take photographs 
of drivers. that 
speed __ through 


school area com- 
munity safety 
zones, from two to 
22 units. 

“Far too many 
drivers are speed- 
ing in cities across 
Ontario, and Mis- 
sissauga is no ex- 


ception,” said 
Mayor Bonnie 
Crombie. 


“We are commit- 
ted to preventing 
fatalities and in- 
juries on our 
roadways... (this 
decision) is an im- 
portant step for- 
ward and 
demonstrates our 
commitment as a 
Council to making 
our roads safer for 
everyone.” 

Advance signage 
notice for the first 


two ASE cameras 
was installed in 
the Morning Star 
Drive (Ward 5) 
and Sawmill Val- 
ley Drive (Ward 8) 
neighbourhoods 
early last month, 
and the planned 
expansion will see 
the cameras in- 
stalled in addi- 
tional school 
zones and school 
area community 
safety zones 
throughout — the 
city, including Old 
Derry Road near 
Second Line West 
(Ward 11), White- 
horn Avenue 
(Ward 6), Cedar 
Creek Drive 
(Ward 3) and Mis- 
sissauga Valley 
Boulevard (Ward 


4). The city said 
Tuesday that it is 
also working to 
procure additional 
cameras and iden- 
tify zones with 
high instances of 
reckless driving. 
“We need to in- 
vest in all of the 
tools that are 
available to help 
make our streets 
safer,” said Ward 
9 Councillor Pat 
Saito, who chairs 
the city’s Road 
Safety Committee. 
“We need to 
send a_ strong 
message now to 
every driver in 
Mississauga that 
speeding is dan- 
gerous and will 
not be tolerated.”

At its upcoming 
June 2 Annual 
General Meeting, 
MIRANET will re- 
view the highlights 
of the past year. 

MIRANET _ has 
had to overcome 
pandemic restric- 
tions and pivot to 
online platforms. 

The virtual AGM 
is the second one 
to take place since 
the Mar. 2020 
state of emergency 
was called. 

The purpose of 
MIRANET is to 
work collectively 
in a positive and 
constructive man- 
ner with the City, 


the Region of Peel, 
and governments 
of Ontario and 
Canada to pro- 
mote the interests 
of Mississauga res- 
idents and con- 
tribute to the 
City’s growth. 

Shanly says 
under COVID-19 
lockdown, it has 
become even more 
difficult for resi- 
dents to engage 
with government. 

Both MIRANET 
Council and_ its 
network of Missis- 
sauga _ residents 
continue to be 
frustrated with 
municipal and 
provincial govern- 
ments who have 
demonstrated 
poor research and 
understanding of 
the issues, lack of 
consultation with 
the public, and 
faulty logic leading 
to seriously flawed 
decisions. 

The first high- 
light of the year 


was the_ ill-con- 
ceived Noise Con- 
trol Bylaw 
proposed by the 
City of Missis- 
sauga. 

MIRANET’s con- 
cerns with the pro- 
posal were: 

a poorly de- 

signed survey 

- lack of public 
support 

- lack of enforce- 
ment due to inade- 
quate funding and 
manpower 

- failure to recog- 
nize noise pollu- 
tion as second only 
to air pollution in 
terms of harm to 
human health 

- benchmark er- 
rors in which City 
staff | compared 
Mississauga’s per- 
formance to cities 
with lower stan- 
dards 

a superficial 

analysis which led 
to a proposal rec- 
ommending out- 
dated technologies 

The second high- 


light was the On- 
tario government’s 
attempt to sneak 
Schedule 6 (which 
effectively guts en- 
vironmental and 
waterways protec- 
tion under the 
Conservation Au- 
thorities Act) into 
Budget Bill 229. 
The Bill eventu- 
ally passed despite 
heavy opposition. 
MIRANET was 
gravely concerned 
by the methods 
employed by the 
Province to cir- 
cumvent _ public 
consultation and 
bypass local au- 
thorities on the 
proposed changes 
to the Conserva- 
tion Authorities 


_= ae 


Act. MIRANET’s 
submission to the 
Standing Commit- 
tee on Finance and 
Economic Affairs 
decried the lack of 
scientific literacy, 
called the Provin- 
cial government’s 
judgement into 
question, and 
ointed out the 
ailure of the Min- 
istry of Natural 
Resources and 
Forestry to recog- 
nize the limits of 
its own expertise. 
In so doing, the 
Ford government 
broke a 2018 elec- 
tion campaign 
promise. 
MIRANET’s sub- 
mission  under- 
scored financial 


risks for  busi- 
nesses and resi- 
dents and posed 
these questions: 
“Tf the bank is 
aware of the po- 
tential environ- 
mental and social 
risks posed by the 
project, what is the 
likelihood that 
they will approve a 
loan? And, in the 
absence of a risk 
assessment from 
either the conser- 
vation authority or 
the Ministry of 
Municipal Affairs 
(in shutting down 
the permits 
process) who 
bears the costs of 
risk assessment?” 
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Brampton nurse remembered 
as orgs push for LTC reform

More must be done to 
protect long-term care 
homes in Peel, advocacy 
groups said earlier this 
month, as the community 
mourned the death of a 
Brampton nurse who suc- 
cumbed to COVID-19. 

Lorraine Gouveia, a regis- 
tered nurse who worked at 
the Maple Grove Commu- 
nity Care home in Bramp- 
ton, died on Apr. 26 at 
Trillium’s Queensway Hos- 
pital in Mississauga after 
contracting the virus. 

The 54 year-old mother of 
three was recognized by the 
Association of Registered 
Nurses of Ontario (RNAO) 
in a statement earlier this 
month for her life’s work as 
a nurse and support for pa- 
tients. 

"Lorraine has left us too 
early," the organization 
said in a statement. "We 
are honored for her com- 
mitment to being a regis- 
tered nurse and her spirit 
of kindness. “We are 
mourning the loss of our 
dear member of 18 years of 
her best service to the com- 
munity.” 

Other members of the 
community recognized her 
work in keeping residents 
safe and sound. 

“She was shy sitting in the 
background, but she was a 
fierce activist behind the 
scenes,” said Ken Evett, a 
servicing representative 
from the Service Employ- 
ees International Union 
(SEIU). “She always had 
the best interest of the res- 
idents and her colleagues 
in her mind.” 

While the exact nature of 
how and where Gouveia 
contracted the virus wasn’t 
immediately known, the 
RNAO said more must be 
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done to protect frontline 
workers amid the third 
wave of the pandemic. 

“We urge the Ford gov- 
ernment to immediately 
act on all the reeommenda- 
tions of the science table 
and the various long-term 
care reports,” the organiza- 
tion said on May 1. “Not 
doing so is costing lives 


and hardship. 

Gouveia’s death also 
brought a spotlight to In- 
ternational Nurses Day, 


which takes place on May 


12, 

On this day in 1820, Flo- 
rence Nightingale, the 
world's most famous nurse, 
was born. She was an Eng- 
lish nurse, a social re- 
former and a statistician 
who laid the foundations of 
modern nursing. 

Dorothy Sutherland, a US 
Department of Health, Ed- 
ucation and Welfare offi- 
cial, first proposed Nurses' 
Day in 1953, and it was first 
celebrated in 1965. The In- 
ternational Council of 
Nurses commemorates this 
day by creating and distrib- 
uting new subject educa- 
tors and public information 
materials for nurses. 

As of Dec. 31, 2020, more 
than 1.6 million health 
workers in 34 countries 
were infected with COVID- 
19, according to the ICN 
(International Council of 
Nurses). 

According to the World 
Health Organization 
(WHO), "more than half of 
all health workers in the 
world are nurses, yet there 
is an immediate shortage of 
5.9 million (2020) nurses 
worldwide, especially in 
small and middle-income 
countries."

With summer just 
around the corner 
and the province 
shut down for sev- 
eral more weeks, we 


need some _ good 
news stories, don't 
we? 


Residents of all 
ages are likely look- 
ing to outdoor activ- 
ities to keep their 
minds sharp, and I 
count myself among 
them — having had 
the first dose of the 
vaccine, I'm really 
eager to travel again 
and was_ thinking 
about local activities 


and sights. 

I was fortunate 
enough to have trav- 
eled Caledon back in 
the mid 70's as a 
pool service person. 

Our clientele were 
the who's-who of 
Toronto, with week- 
end homes that I 
was fortunate to see 
every week of my 
summers in the 70's 
and 80's. 

My travels took me 
right across Caledon 
from Bolton on the 
East to the town of 
Erin of the West, 
and with today's 
technology and 
mapping on Google, 
it occurred to me 
that a great drive 
from Mississauga or 
Brampton to a start 
point up in Caledon 
is only 45 minutes 
away. 

That drive will get 
you up to Bolton, lo- 
cated on Highway 
50, and its down- 
town core at King 
Road. If you travel 


west on King, you 
can start your jour- 
ney. Please take in 
the beauty of the 
countryside roads 
and homes you will 
see along the way. 

Take King to Air- 
port Road and turn 
right, heading north, 
and in a few min- 
utes, you will find 
yourself in the 
quaint village of 
Caledon East. 

It's a nice short 
walk around with 
plenty of snack and 
gift shops (curbside 
pickup and takeout 


for the moment, of 
course), but the one 
interesting place to 
visit can be seen as 
you come into the 
village. 

Down the hill on 
the left hand side is a 
small space that 
train tracks use to go 
through the village, 
and a few feet from 
the road, CBC filmed 
scenes for a docu- 
mentary showing 
the driving of the 
"Last Spike," a story 
of Canada being 
joined coast to coast 
by rail. 

The very mention 
of filming in Caledon 
is not just a story, 
but could fill a book 
with all the stories 
that have taken 
shape in Caledon 
over the years. 

There's a_ side 
street on the west 
side of the village, 
and if followed with 
a turn or two, it 
brings you to #5 
Sideroad. 


This will take you 
west over to 
Hurontario, just 
south of the Caledon 
Hills and the Forks 
of the Credit Road. I 
could not begin to 
describe all the spots 
to visit on the west 
side of Caledon 
without mentioning 
places like Ingle- 
wood and Chel- 
tenham — two very 
unique villages that 
look like time stood 
still for the last 150 
years. Every turn 
has amazing things 
to look at. 

Let's get back to 
the Forks of the 
Credit Road. If you 
start heading wes,t 
the first thing to no- 
tice is the houses. 


They are breath- 
taking and are 
everywhere — some 
sprawling mansions 
and properties to 
take your breath 
away. 

As you travel along 
the road, it begins to 
wind down towards 
the Credit River. 
Years ago, there use 
to be a little ice 
cream shop at a nice 
resting spot right at 
the river. Just a few 
short yards ahead is 
a very famous train 
trestle that may also 
be of interest. 

Now the fun part 
begins — the popu- 
lar "S" turn climb up 
the hill towards 
Belfountain! 

Halfway up the 
hill, you will see the 
train tracks and a 
few feet west of that 
point used to be an 
actual train station 
— one of the small- 
est ever built. It now 
resides up in the 
Dufferin County 


—o- 


Museum. 

I actually saw it in 
its original site the 
last time I visited the 
area, and later vis- 
ited it at the Mu- 
seum. Its interior is 
full of carvings of 
people's names — 
and I mean every 
inch is covered! 

As we head further 
west, we are almost 
into the Village of 
Belfountain, but just 
before you get there, 
the Caledon Ski Club 
is just a minute off 
the road on the right 
just before Belfoun- 
tain. 

Back on the road, 
just before you reach 
Mississauga Road, is 
a beautiful park with 
a tributary of the 


Credit River running 
through it, a neat 
site to visit. 

On the last turn 
into the Village, you 
come to the stop 
sign and on the left 
is the old town 
garage. 

This was an active 
Esso gas_ station 
until the mid 80's, 
and I know that be- 
cause I had rented it 
for my pool business 
back then. The guy 
that rented it to me 
told me to get the 
tanks filled and start 
selling gas. 

When I talked to 
Esso, they wanted 
$12,000 to fill the 
tanks — that was a 
lot of money back 
then, and when I did 
the survey, the num- 
ber of cars not buy- 
ing gas is why the 
other guy moved 
out! 

The old general 
store there in the 
Village still sells 
sandwiches and 


gifts. It's not quite 
the general store I 
knew back in the 
70's and 80's, but 
times do change. 

Time to head south 
on Mississauga Roa, 
with lots of great 
houses to view on 
the trip. Of note, just 
before you reach 
King Road, on the 
west side you will 
see the old Caledon 
Brick works, that 
still to this day 
mines the red clay of 
the hills to manufac- 
ture bricks. 

Back in the day, 
train tracks went by 
those two large 
buildings, and in the 
80's, a scene from 
the movie Sophie's 
Choice with actress 


Meryl Streep was 
filmed there. If you 
see the movie, you 
will recognize the 
spot. 

Back on the road, 
you will pass the 
stop sign at King 
Road — turn right 
and go down the hill 
along the Credit 
River again, and you 
come to another nice 
spot, Terra Cotta, 
with the old Tea 
House still operating 
as it has for decades 
and lots of sightsee- 
ing along the way. 

Any road_ south 
will get you back to 
Mississauga, 
Brampton and 
Oakville, but if you 
do take this trip, 
make sure you stop 
and enjoy the fresh 
air and surround- 
ings, as I have done 
for now close to 50 
years. 

In this day and 
age, peace of mind is 
more important 
than ever.

Strict border con- 
trol necessary to 
save the Canadians

Ontario Premier 
Ford and Quebec 
Premier Legault 
have written letters 
to Prime Minister 
Trudeau calling for 
tighter border con- 
trols in response to 
the Corona epi- 
demic, which has 
been widely re- 
ported in the Cana- 
dian media. 
Premier Ford has 
reiterated the de- 
mand twice, and six 
Mississauga MPs 
have written letters. 


Canada's Chief 
Medical Officer 
Theresa Tam, the 
Chief Health Officer 
of the Peel area and 
other experts have 
expressed concern 
about the recur- 
rence of corona 
cases from abroad. 


From January to 
May 13, hundreds 
of international 
flights brought 
thousands of Co- 
rona_ victims’ to 
Canada. Under 
heavy _ pressure, 
Justin Trudeau's 
government has 
hardly stopped 
flights from India 
and Pakistan, but 
air traffic from 
other countries con- 
tinues unabated. 


Direct flights from 
India and Pakistan 
have also been sus- 
pended, but passen- 
gers can still come 
to Canada via an- 
other country. Ac- 
cording to reports, 
people are also 
coming to Canada 
from abroad 
through the United 
States. These in- 
clude Canadian citi- 
zens and PRs who 
have travelled or 
frequently travel 
outside of Canada. 
These include 


snowflakes that fly 
to Florida in the 
winter. Thousands 
of travellers are en- 
tering Canada by 
the 


road from 


SM 


United States and 
bypassing quaran- 
tine rules. Premier 
Ford has even made 
appeals/arguments 
to stop non-essen- 
tial travel between 
Canadian 
provinces, and such 
passengers should 
be required to un- 
dergo a corona test. 


Even during 
Corona's first wave, 
the Trudeau gov- 
ernment failed mis- 
erably to control the 
border. This situa- 
tion continued in 
the Second Wave, 
and now __ that 
Canada is facing the 
Third Wave, the 
Trudeau govern- 
ment is reluctant to 
use strict border 


controls. The 
Trudeau govern- 
ment has also failed 


to define "non-es- 
sential travel" dur- 
ing the Corona 
epidemic. For this 
government, 
tourism, new immi- 
grants and interna- 
tional students are 
not included in 
"non-essential 
travel.' Thousands 
of people have en- 


tered Canada in 
these categories 
over the past 14-15 
months, and Cana- 
dian missions 
abroad have been 
issuing visas in 
droves. Thousands 
of international stu- 
dents come to 
Canada every 
month, despite the 
closure of schools, 
colleges and univer- 
sities across 
Canada. 


Look at Australia, 
which has recently 
stopped the repatri- 
ation of its expatri- 
ates in order to keep 
Australians _ safe. 
New Zealand has 
also imposed strict 
border controls, 
and both countries 
have been very safe 
during the Corona 
epidemic. The Aus- 
tralian government 
is considering keep- 
ing admissions 
closed for foreigners 
until next year. If 
the country itself is 
not secure, then 
what is the need to 
attract new immi- 
grants, —interna- 
tional students and 
tourists? The Mal- 


dives is a small is- 
land whose entire 
economy is based 
on tourism, but the 
Maldives has 
banned the entry of 
tourists from many 
countries, including 
India. 


New variants of 
corona disease are 
emerging that are 
even more deadly 
than the original 
disease. Medical ex- 
perts have  con- 
firmed dozens of 
new variants, in- 
cluding England, 
Brazil, South Africa 
and Indian variants. 
India's double vari- 
ant has wreaked 
havoc in many 
states. India's dou- 
ble and black fun- 
gus variant has 
reached 44 coun- 
tries in 3-4 weeks. 
In Punjab, the Eng- 
lish variant is in tur- 
moil. I still don't 
know which vari- 
ants are coming. 


According to re- 
ports, people are 
getting sick even 
after vaccination, 
even though it is 
said that they sur- 


vive death. Vaccina- 
tion of people in all 
countries may take 
two years or more. 
Poor countries are 
in a bad situation 
because vaccines 
are out of their 
reach. They are 
looking at the faces 
of international or- 
ganizations and rich 
countries. 


Many reputable 
experts say that 
even two vaccines 
will not be enough, 
and a third booster 
vaccine may be 
needed. The United 
States is already 
preparing the third 
vaccine. Some in- 
ternational experts 
also say that Corona 
may need to be vac- 
cinated every year. 
Many experts be- 
lieve that facemasks 
and social distances 
will still be required 
after vaccination, as 
today's vaccines 
may not work 
against tomorrow's 
new variants. Vac- 
cine companies are 
preparing to update 
their vaccines to 
counter the new 
variants. But the

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For some, sticking to rules makes lockdown easier

Over the past sev- 
eral weeks, city of- 
ficials and _ top 
doctors have said 
that the public 
health measures 
and lockdowns put 
in place at various 
times during the 
pandemic were di- 
rected at both 
keeping _ people 
safe, as well as 
managing addi- 
tional pressures 
COVID-19 patients 
would and could 
place on hospitals 
and the province's 
healthcare infra- 
structure. 

To that end, offi- 
cials including 
Brampton Mayor 
Patrick Brown and 
Mississauga Mayor 
Bonnie Crombie 
have called for a 
reopening of out- 


door sports activi- 
ties, saying that 
keeping such 
spaces open will 
engage residents 
and fight feelings 
of depression and 
fatigue -- a step 
even suggested by 
the province's Sci- 
ence Table late last 
month, which was 
not utilized by Pre- 
mier Doug Ford, 
who defended his 
decision to keep 
such spaces closed 
because it would 
"limit mobility." 
“The good news 
is the numbers are 
leveling off, so the 
protocols and the 


guidelines are 
working,” Ford 
said Wednesday 
morning at 


Queen's Park, cit- 
ing that he had 
"great respect" for 


the Science Table's 
suggestions, but 
made the decision 
after receiving "a 
couple of messages 
to limit mobility.” 

After a decision 
to close  play- 
rounds was made 

y the province 
during the Apr. 16 
lockdown, the 
province eventu- 
ally backed off due 
to public pressure, 
including _ public 
posts by politicians 
who indicated they 
would defy the 
order. 

Other residents 
who have spoken 
to Peel Weekly 
News have related 
feelings of being 
"tired of being 
tired of COVID”, 
while others say 
that "listening to 
the news updates 


makes it worse”. 
The opinions of 
everyone _ varies 
based on what they 
have to deal with. 
For some, under- 
standing the pan- 
demic and sticking 
to the rules makes 
it easier to endure. 
“What bothers 
me about the pan- 
demic is the fact 
that we are in a se- 
rious lockdown 
where we just can't 
meet each other, 
yet there are peo- 
ple out there who 
are constantly say- 
ing 'I want to go 
out’, when it's clear 
we cannot go any- 
where because 
everywhere is 
closed,” said Peel 
resident David 
Smith. “We all 
have to wait out 
the surge until we 


get back to nor- 


malcy.” 
Smith empha- 
sized that the pres- 


ent situation of a 
global pandemic is 
overwhelming, but 
ok he just has to 
eep going.

tion centres. 

The regional 
clinic, which will 
operate at the 
CAA Centre in 
Brampton, will be 
in service later 
this month and 
will use a ‘Hockey 
Hub’ model in an 
NHL-sized rink. 

The new vaccine 
site aims to pro- 
vide the region 
the capacity for 
thousands of daily 
vaccines, building 
on a model used 
in Grey-Bruce

that set a daily 


national record in 
April. 
Dr. Lawrence 


Loh, the region’s 
medical officer of 
health, said the 
public health unit 
was pleased to 
offer an _ addi- 
tional location for 
residents who 
want to get vacci- 
nated. 

“This unique 
partnership is an- 
other way that 
we re working to- 
gether in the fight 
against COVID- 
19,” Loh said 
Tuesday. “Vacci- 
nation of as many 
residents as pos- 
sible is essential.” 

A number of or- 
ganizations are 
providing support 
to set up and run 
the centre, which 
is expected to 
begin operating 
later this month. 

“We are all in

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MacLeod talks COVID cultural impact during “Lunch & Learn”

What Does Re- 
covery Look Like? 

That was the 
question of the day 
as Over 1,400 peo- 
ple tuned in Tues- 
day afternoon to 
hear the answer 
from the province’s 
heritage minister 
during an online 
“Lunch & Learn” 


session. 
Minister of Her- 
itage, Sport, 


Tourism, and Cul- 
ture Lisa MacLeod 
hosted the virtual 
event, which in- 
cluded a presenta- 
tion by the 
province’s top chief 
medical officer of 
health, Dr. David 
Williams, and Ipsos 
Public Affairs CEO 
Darrell Bricker on 
the various facets, 
trends, and predic- 
tions regarding the 
impacts of COVID- 
19 on the heritage, 
sports, tourism and 
culture industries 
— and how the 
province could 
move to a different 
normal over the 
next few months. 

The focus of ‘walk 
your talk’ and show 
people how it is 
safe, fun, and worth 
it to engage with 
your business was 
supported by the 
statistics of the sur- 
veying done _ by 
Ipsos in under- 
standing how con- 
sumer confidence 
and __ behaviours 
were trending, said 
Bricker. 

Helping to bring 
home the messag- 
ing on a personal 
level, the audience 
was urged to think 
beyond the charts 
and numbers, and 
to remember that 
the bottom line was 
in dealing with peo- 
ple just like them. 

Front of mind, the 
message was, 
“Whether it is your 
customers or vol- 
unteers, it is all 
about managing ex- 
pectations.” 


To that end the 
use of video clips to 
demonstrate what 
people can expect 
to experience when 
they are onsite was 
emphasized. 

The reassurance 
of what will greet 
people is part of the 
picture along with 
vaccination satura- 


tion and overall fig- 
ures of infection 
rates in destination 
areas. 

Polling indicated 
75 per cent of peo- 
ple thought vacci- 
nation passports 
should be required 
to enter the coun- 
try, 65 per cent saw 
them as needed for 
admission to large 
gatherings, and 47 
per cent agreed that 
proof of vaccination 
should be shown to 
access shops, 
restaurants, and of- 
fices. 

Polling _ partici- 
pants said their 
highest levels of 
comfort were with 
outdoor functions 
compared to in- 
doors, while on an 
international com- 
parison, Canada 
showed as tentative 
in weighing overall 
anxiety versus 
opening up_ to 


restart the econ- 
omy. 

In support for 
border closures, 
Canadians ranked 
highest whereas 
they ranked second 
most anxious in 
concerns for per- 
ceived risks of 
going on vacations. 
The polling also 


showed that rapid 
testing did not in- 
spire confidence to 
the same degree 
that masks, social 
distancing, and re- 


quirements of 
proof of vaccination 
did. 


In line with this, 
the analogy used 
was to think of a 
dimmer __ switch, 
rather than an on 
or off switch, for 
reengagement of 
the public. 

Similarly, the 
variables of actual 
location and num- 
bers in destination 
areas would impact 
the degree of in- 
volvement of differ- 
ent groups. 

While the desire 
to travel is still 
present, said 
MacLeod and oth- 
ers, there are a 
tremendous num- 
ber of factors still in 
play that will deter- 


mine how many 
Ontarians explore 
their province in 
the coming 
months. 

The need for con- 
sistent and clear 
messaging about 
how it is safe, why it 
is fun, and here is 
what we offer, has 
never been more 


important. 

With that consid- 
eration, it is inter- 
esting to note that 
this ministry has 
the highest compo- 
nent of volunteer 
sector involvement, 
MacLeod indicated. 

Whereas employ- 
ees can be told to 
do things, volun- 
teers get to make 
choices; their com- 
mitment is based 
on what they value 
and choose to do. 

These groups are 
largely dependent 
on volunteers: from 
boards of directors 
to fund raising; 
staffing shops and 
galleries; promo- 
tion and marketing 
to social media; 
writing grants; or- 
ganizing practices 
and__ transporting 
players to league 
playoffs; funding 
and maintenance of 
historical sites and 


—o- 


premises; and pro- 
gram development 
of all arts and cul- 
tural types ongoing 
which the public 
can access virtually 
or onsite. 

Along with the 
commercial _ for- 
profit venues, the 
cultural backdrop 
and ambience in 


destination areas 
depends on these 
volunteer driven 
groups and organi- 
zations. 

That includes 
places to eat, shop, 
and stay over at re- 
quire a context that 
helps to establish 


and stamp = an 
unique identity on 
a place. 


With so much to 
discover and many 
places to stand in 
the province, recog- 
nizing the identity 
and brand devel- 
oped in the many 
tourism districts 
means  acknowl- 
edging the im- 
m eon s e 
contributions in 
unpaid hours and 
dollars donated by 
volunteers in keep- 
ing various histori- 
cal, sports, cultural 
and arts events, 
and organizations 
viable, said 


MacLeod. 

There is vital 
work to be done as 
organizations and 
groups in this min- 
istry continue to 
struggle with the 
restrictions im- 
posed by the pan- 
demic. 


Unpacking the 
implications of 
such heavy depend- 


ency on volunteer 
labour and donors’ 
dollars means ex- 
amining overall 
funding structures. 

While some of the 
questions that arise 
are internal, can or- 
ganizations let their 
fates depend on 
such high degrees 
of volunteer labour 
and fundraising, 
other questions are 
best directed to dif- 
ferent levels of gov- 
ernment. 

What financial re- 
sources can be di- 
rected to 
community groups 
and organizations 
for staffing? 

Are there some 
recommended 
models for shared 
access to a commu- 
nication hub with 
professional pro- 
motion and mar- 
keting services as 
opening up contin- 
ues? What training 
can be developed 
and offered for in- 
ternal positions in 
organizations? Are 
there consulting 
services available to 
help conduct a 
SWOT analysis on 
the operation mod- 
els of groups? 

With much to ex- 
plore locally and 
across our beautiful 
province, — those 
high hopes for safe

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A milestone anniversary for Digital Accessibility Awareness Day

On May 20, 2021, 
the tenth anniver- 
sary of Global Ac- 
cessibility 
Awareness Day 
(GAAD) will be cel- 
ebrated around the 
world — and a local 
organization will be 
recognizing the oc- 
casion in style. 

“’We are able,” 
says Carol-Ann 
Chafe, who in 2018 
founded the local 
non-profit entre- 
preneur’s hub, Ac- 
cess 2 Accessibility 
(A2A), which will be 
promoting “Inclu- 
sion for All” at this 
year’s online event. 

Chafe is amember 
of both the Region 
of Peel and City of 
Mississauga Acces- 
sibility Advisory 
Committees, and 
says this year’s 
event will be one of 
the biggest yet. 

“The purpose of 
GAAD is to get 
everyone _ talking, 
thinking and learn- 
ing about digital ac- 
cess and inclusion,” 
says Chafe. 

“Digital access 
must be extended to 
include the more 
than one_ billion 
people worldwide 
with disabilities or 
impairments.” 


Visual, hearing, 
motor and cognitive 
barriers are not 


normally a consid- 
eration until and 
unless you or one of 
your loved ones is 
affected. Aging and 
injury eventually 
will affect every per- 
son, however tem- 
porarily. 

Developers such 
as Microsoft are 
testing, and devel- 
oping, adaptations 
with disability com- 
munity that bridge 
across platforms, 
including web, soft- 
ware and mobile 
devices. 

Apps have been 
developed to trans- 
late text words into 
voice-over for the 
blind, and to trans- 
late sound into text 
words for the deaf. 

The COVID-19 
pandemic has accel- 
erated the pivot of 
business, services, 
government and so- 
cial connection into 
web-based 
forms. 

The conversion 
risks leaving many 
people behind. 

For example, peo- 
ple who are blind 
need alternative 
text or vocalized de- 
scriptions to bring 


plat- 


meaning to images. 

Keyboards are 
used instead of a 
computer mouse to 
engage with inter- 
active elements. 

Cognitive accom- 
modations for peo- 
ple with different 
learning disabilities 
or impairments in- 
clude being able to 
view an uncluttered 
screen, have consis- 
tent navigation 
prompts, standard- 
ized icons and web- 
site information in 
plain clear lan- 
guage. 

In 2020, leading 
website accessibility 
expert WebAIM 
(Website Accessi- 
bility in Mind) ana- 
lyzed one million 
website homepages 
for accessibility is- 
sues using its indus- 
try standard Web 
Content Accessibil- 
ity Guidelines 
(WCAG 2.0). 

The analysis — 
and subsequent re- 
port — found that 
98.1 per cent of 
those homepages 
had a least one con- 
tent accessibility 
guidelines failure, 
which lessens the 
number of people 
who could use each 
site. 


The average num- 
ber of errors per 
homepage was 
60.9, according to 
WebAIM, — which 
was established in 
1999 as anon-profit 
organization based 
in Utah. 

This year, Access 2 
Accessibility is cele- 
brating GAAD for 
its fourth year with 
two webinar events, 
on Wednesday 
evening (May 12) 
and May 26. 

On May 12, Mi- 
crosoft explored 
web-based __ prod- 
ucts. Since its start- 
up in 2018, and 
before pandemic 
lockdown in 2020, 
A2A has been a 
community partner 
with access to Mi- 
crosoft Learning 
Places to convene 
free monthly meet- 
ings at first at 
Square One, then in 
2019 in Yorkdale 
and Toronto Eaton 
Centre. 

When the COVID- 
19 pandemic hit in 
2020, Access 2 Ac- 
cessibility contin- 
ued its support by 
holding two free 
virtual events every 
month. 

On May 26, to co- 
incide with Na- 


tional AccessAbility 
Week (NAW) run- 
ning May 30 to 
June 5, A2A will 
host the Canadian 
Transportation 
Agency in a webinar 
on accessible travel. 

NAW’s theme for 
2021 is “Disability 


Inclusion: Leaving 
no one behind.”

Service during an 
unrelated investi- 
gation. 


On Sunday, 


Mar. 28, officers 
responded to a 
residence on Ad- 
ventura Drive in 
Brampton regard- 
ing a disturbance. 

An interaction 
occurred between 
officers and the 
male suspect, and 
he subsequently 
fled the area with 
the female victim 
in a vehicle. The 
vehicle was found 
unoccupied a 
short distance 
away. 

As aresult of the 
interaction, the 
Special Investiga- 
tions Unit in- 
voked its mandate

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COVID-19 epidemic could have been averted, panel indicates

The COVID-19 epidemic 
could have been avoided, a 
new independent panel has 
suggested, but a poisonous 
mixture of suspense despite 
the warnings and inade- 
quate coordination wors- 
ened the situation. 

The Independent Panel of 
Pandemic Preparedness 
and Response (IPPPR), set 
up by the World Health Or- 
ganization last fall, said in 
its awaited final report 
Wednesday that a number 
of wrong decisions have 
killed at least 3.3 million 
peeps and destroyed the 
world economy. 

The panel said the 
COVID-19 virus was de- 
tected in Wuhan, China, in 
Dec. 2019, but despite the 
alarm bells ringing, the re- 
sponse from governments 
remained weak, and Feb. 
2020 proved fatal. 

The panel called on rich 
countries to donate one bil- 
lion doses of vaccines to 
poor countries to tackle the 
current epidemic, and for 
wealthy countries to pro- 
vide funding to set up new 
institutions to counter the 
next pandemic. 

At the World Health Orga- 
nization's request, the re- 
port was co-authored by 
former New Zealand Prime 
Minister Helen Clark and 
former Liberian President 


Ellen Johnson Sirleaf, who 
was awarded the Nobel 
Peace Prize in 2011. 

The report, titled "Covid- 
19: End This Epidemic," 
suggests overhauling the 
global warning system to 
prevent further catastro- 
phes. 

In less than a year and a 
half, COVID-19 has infected 
at least 162 million people 
and killed more than three 
3.25 million, with some re- 
ports suggesting the actual 
global death toll could be 
twice as high as the official 
figures. 

"The situation we are fac- 
ing today could have been 
prevented," Sirleaf told re- 
porters. This situation 
arose due to failures, short- 
comings and delays in 
preparation and response. 
What needed to be done 
was not coordinated, repre- 
sentatives from the panel 
suggest, and the epidemic 
was allowed to turn into a 
terrible humanitarian cri- 
sis. 

The panel did not spare 
the World Health Organiza- 
tion, either. It said the or- 
ganization should have 
declared the epidemic a 
"public health emergency of 
international concern" on 
Jan. 22, 2020. It took eight 
more days to make the an- 
nouncement Countries ral- 


lied after the World Health 
Organization declared it an 
epidemic in March. 

Clark said there had been 
delays in controlling the 
virus in China, but other 
countries had the panel 
asked wealthy countries to 
donate one billion vaccines 
to 92 poor countries by 
cen and another two 
billion by mid-2022. 

The G-7 group of industri- 
alized nations will con- 
tribute 60 per cent of the 19 
billion doses needed for 
vaccines, diagnosis and 
therapy in 2021 through the 
World Health Organization. 
The rest of the money will 
be given to G20 countries. 

The World Health Organ- 
ization (WHO) and the 
World Trade Organization 
(WTO) should also per- 
suade the major vaccine 
manufacturers and manu- 
facturers to pass on licenses 
and technology to others, 
the report states. 

If this is not done within 
three months, the report 
goes on to say, the intellec- 
tual property rights granted 
to the companies should be 
immediately revoked. To 
prevent further catastro- 
phe, the G20 should set up 
an international epidemic 
and spend $5 to 10 billion 
every year. 

Clark said the epidemic

has made it clear that “bil- 
lions must be invested” to 
save the lives of individuals 
worldwide. 

The panel also suggested 
overhauling the World 
Health Organization to give 
it more control over fund- 
ing and more leadership, 
speed up its alert system 
and give it the right to dis- 
patch experts without hav- 
ing to wait for the approval 
of the government of the 
country where the disease 
is spreading. 

The panel believes that 
COVID-19 could have been 
prevented from becoming 
an epidemic if it had been 
prepared earlier. 

In a statement made after 
the release of the report, 
World Health Organization 
Director-General Tedros 
Adhanom said he would 
share the report with the 
194 member states and 
work to strengthen the or- 
ganization to keep the 
world healthy. 

He also said that COVID- 
19 infestation was declining 
in most regions, including 
European and American 
countries. He has criticized 
vaccine diplomacy in the 
past, and suggested that 
COVID-19 would not be de- 
feated if poorer countries 
are not helped.

The Palestinian- 
Israeli conflict con- 


tinues during 
Ramadan. Violence 
cannot solve any 
problem

Although the holy 
month of Ramadan 
is considered a 
month of worship in 
Islam, it's cele- 
brated and follows 
God's teachings of 
love, peace, equal- 
ity, and_brother- 
hood. But month 
continues to see vi- 
olence by Islamic 
militant groups de- 
spite the prohibi- 
tion of any form of 
violence and the 
conflict between 
Palestine and Israel. 


The conflict be- 
tween Israel and 
Palestine Violent air 


strikes from all 
sides have killed at 
least 83 Palestini- 
ans, including 17 
children, in Gaza 
since Monday. This 
has aroused inter- 
national concern 
possibility of a 
world war. 


The seriousness of 
these attacks can be 
gauged because this 
is the most signifi- 
cant confrontation 
between Israel and 
Palestine since the 
50-day war in 2014, 
which culminated 
in Israel's occupa- 
tion of East 
Jerusalem in the 
1967 war. 


The Israeli gov- 
ernment holds a 
ceremony every 
year to commemo- 
rate the occupation 
of Jerusalem. The 
Israeli government 
has barred Pales- 
tinians from enter- 
ing the Al-Aqsa 


compound in 
Jerusalem, which 
they consider a holy 


site, to ensure the 
smooth conduct of 
the event. Mean- 
while, clashes broke 
out between rioters 
and police at the Al- 
Aqsa Mosque. 


Hamas, which 
controls Gaza, saw 
the ban as an attack 
on Palestinian reli- 
gious freedom and 
began targeting Is- 
rael from its posi- 
tions in the Gaza 
Strip, with repeated 
attacks targeting 
several Israeli cities. 


Under this, Pales- 
tinian militants 
fired 1,500 rockets 
into Israeli territory 
between May 10 
and May 12, of 
which 200 rockets 
landed in Israeli 
residential areas, 
causing heavy loss 
of life and property. 


Meanwhile, in the 
wake of the Israeli 
government's _ ef- 
forts to curb the 
rampant _ terrorist 
violence in the 


country, riots broke 
out on May 12 be- 
tween Arabs and 
Jews in several 
parts of the country, 
injuring several po- 
lice officers. And 
police have arrested 
about 400 people 
and declared a state 
of emergency in 
Ladakh. 


For the first time 
since 1966, the Is- 
raeli government 
has had to use its 
emergency powers 
against members of 
the Arab commu- 
nity. The govern- 
ment is also 
considering sending 
troops to help police 
in areas affected by 
the violence. 


Israeli PM Ben- 
jamin has warned 
that "our retaliatory 
strikes will only stop 
once the enemy is 
calmed down." This 
is just the begin- 
ning. We will kill 
"Hamas" terrorists 
in a way they would 
never have dreamed 


of. "The Palestini- 
ans say they too are 
fully prepared to 
face Israel. 


Facing the grow- 
ing tension between 
the two sides, US 
Secretary of State 
Anthony — Blinken 
said that he would 
send a special envoy 
to settle the dispute. 
Leaders from all 
over the world 
called on both sides 
to end the war im- 
mediately. 


Germany has also 
said that Israel has 
every right to re- 
spond appropriately 
to protect itself from 
attacks by Palestin- 
ian terrorists. On 
the other hand, 
Turkish President 
Recep Tayyip Erdo- 
gan has stressed the 
need to teach Israel 
a hard lesson. Is- 
lamic scholar Tariq 
al-Fatah said, "Vio- 
lence cannot solve 
any problem, so 
Palestinians must 
renounce violence." 


Amid a worldwide 
debate over the dis- 
pute, an Egyptian 
delegation has ar- 
rived in Tel Aviv for 
talks with Israeli of- 
ficials on a ceasefire. 


If the talks do not 
end, the situation 
will spiral out of 
control and lead toa 
major war that 
could lead to a third 
world war. 


What exactly is 
the Israeli-Palestin- 
ian conflict about? 


The following ex- 
planation will be 
more precise if you 
bear this distinction 
in mind - Palestine 
is the name of a 
piece of land, also 
called the Land of 
Israel, which is the 
home of both the Is- 
raeli Jews and the 
Palestinian Arabs. 
Thus, territorially 
speaking, the State 
of Israel is not in 
conflict with the 
Land of Palestine -

Lacrosse club takes action against committee over sale of team 


Four committee 
members of the 
Brampton  Excel- 
siors Lacrosse Club 
(BELC) have been 
removed after 
speaking out 
against the sale of 
the team, it was re- 
vealed earlier this 
week. 

As broken by Ex- 
celsiorLegacy.com, 
founders Dan Teat, 
Mike Hasen and 
Brian Beisel, as well 
as BELC and On- 
tario Lacrosse As- 
sociation life 
member Dean 
McLeod were told 
by the committee 
earlier this week 
that they are no 
longer considered 
members in good 
standing. 

The move comes 
amid a long-run- 
ning controversy 
over whether to 
move the Brampton 
lacrosse team, 
which celebrated its 
150th season last 
year, to Owen 
Sound, was offi- 


cially approved by 
committee mem- 
bers. 

The BELC has not 
yet responded to 
the members’ re- 
quest for conforma- 
tion or formally 
notified them. 

All four members 
have been raising 
public awareness of 
the situation sur- 
rounding the sale as 
well as fighting to 
keep the team here 
and pushing for an 
investigation into 
the legality of it, due 
to the lack of trans- 
parency and coop- 
eration from the 
Executive Commit- 
tee. 

Recently, McLeod 
made the decision 
to step away from 
the BELC Executive 
Committee and 
spoke out against 
the sale and move 
of the team. 

“Not only are 
these actions not 
against any stipula- 
tion of membership 
in the BELC, but it 


is (our opinion) that 
it is the duty of all 
members, of any 
organization, to 
fight for accounta- 
bility and answers 
from those’ en- 
trusted to oversee 
its affairs,” the Ex- 
celsiors Lacrosse 
Legacy Association 
(ELLA) said in a 
statement Tuesday. 
“These four com- 
bined have given 
well over a century 
of hard work and 
passion to Bramp- 
ton lacrosse, have 
over a dozen Mann 
Cup titles and are in 
Halls of Fame at 
every level of the 
sport. Their names 
adorn multiple 
BELC awards and 
each was named as 
a life member for 
their _ significant 
contributions to the 
organization.” 
Moving the Excel- 
siors MSL team to 
Owen Sound was 
officially an- 
nounced in Nov. 
2020, when Excel- 


siors owner Joe have offered to buy 
Norton indicated the team for more 
that support forthe money and keep the 


team "(needed) a 
fanbase that can 
support the cost of 
running a team at 
this level," necessi- 
tating a move in the 
face of a changing 
market. 

According to Nor- 
ton, the decision to 
move the team was 
unanimously made 
by the MSL and ap- 
proved by the 
league on Oct. 15, 
2020. 

The move 
prompted Bramp- 
ton Mayor Patrick 
Brown to write a 
letter to Marion 
Ladouceur, the for- 
mer president of 
the OLA, stating 
that it was not clear 
whether the deci- 
sion was ratified, or 
whether alternate 
options to keep the 
club in the city were 
considered. 

"Other members 
of the Brampton 
community would

Brampton,” Brown 
wrote, referring to 
an apparent agree- 
ment signed by Ex- 
celsiors President 
Ziggy Musial that 
purportedly — sold 
the team for $1,500 
- a document which 
has since been re- 
leased to the public. 
The Excelsior 
Club said in a state- 
ment after approv- 
ing the move that 
there were "sub- 
stantial costs" run- 
ning a 
championship 
team, and the de- 
parture of their cor- 
porate sponsor, the 
elimination of a his- 
torical designation 
grant from the City 
of Brampton and 
other programs re- 
quiring funding, the 
time was right to 
make the move. 
The OLA’s Board 
of Directors later 
stalled the move 


last month after an 
appeal was filed, 
noting that its own 
Board of Governors 
did not have the au- 
thority to approve 
the transfer and 
that a final decision 
on the matter is 
pending. 

To the ELLA, the 
reported decision to 
demote life mem- 
bers for speaking 
out is “not only rep- 


rehensible, but 
completely self- 
serving. 

“The status of 


BELC life member 
is not given lightly, 
these members 
have earned this 
honour. As mem- 
bers of the Bramp- 
ton lacrosse 
community, we are 
gravely concerned 
about the future of 
the club if leader- 
ship continues on 
this path to estab- 
lishing an_ oli- 
garchy,” the ELLA 
said Tuesday.

job of painting it.

I have a writers’ 
group called Mis- 
sissauga Writers 
Group, and it has 
been in existence 
since 2013. 

We have many 
different writers, 
and our goal is to 
have people write 
and publish their 
work in our quar- 
terly ezine and 
yearly anthology. 

So why write? So 
many times, we 
have thoughts 
swirling in our 
minds and it is dif- 
ficult to stop them 
but writing down 
our thoughts has a 
way of releasing 
them and letting us 
be aware of them.

Another healthy 
aspect is to write by 
hand. So often 
everyone uses the 
computer and writ- 
ing by hand is al- 
most a lost art.

I remember giv- 
ing my _ writing 
group an_ idea 
about a dog. I 
didn’t say what 
colour, size, type or 
anything. Then I 
went around and 
asked each of them 
to describe their 
dog. 

Each person de- 
scribed a different 


dog. They assumed 
they would all be 
the same but of 
course, they were 
different. We see, 
feel, and imagine 
differently. 

That is why we 
have so many dif- 
ferent books in the 
library. If we were 
the same, then 
there would only be 
one book but many 
copies. How boring 
that would be? 

So, what would 
you like to write 
about? Then write 
it. 

I often have to ex- 
plain to a writer 
who might not be 
as experienced as I 
am, that it is alright 
to be who they are 
and to develop 
what and who they 
are whether they 
want to write fic- 
tion or non-fiction. 

There are three 
different types of 
writing — FA fornia: 
tive, Pade or 
opinion. I am more 
informative, but we 
naturally fall in at 
least one category. 
Everyone is inter- 
esting if they allow 
themselves to be. 

Not everyone is 
going to write a 
novel, but writing 
how and what you 
feel or just a poem 


or short story is a 
good way of start- 


ing. 
That is how so

Find a way of get- 
ting published or 
just get what is 
called a “chap” 
book with all of 
your pieces. A chap 
book is a lesser ver- 
sion of a novel — 
less pages, but 
same size and just 
stapled in the mid- 
dle.

wrote in one place. 

Nowadays, before 
COVID-19, so 
many writers used 


to go around to dif- 
ferent places and li- 
braries and _ do 
readings and this 
was perfect. fees 
could even 
their chap toe 
It gave them a 
more positive feel- 
ing about their 
writings. 

Writing will al- 
ways have positive 
results. It keeps us 
more focused and 
structured. It 
keeps our verbal 
expressions fresher 
and more elabora- 
tive. It can help us 
be less stressed by 
emptying our 
minds and filling it 
with fresh ideas. It 
makes us more 
aware of who we 
are. 


As time goes by, 
your writings will 
also supply you 
with the different 
memories of what 
you have gone 
through and it will 
show you how you 
have lived your life. 

We forget what 
we have gone

Fi- 
nally, the director 
that had five 
movies on the list 
was Steven Spiel- 
berg. Therefore, 
he is awarded the 
gold medal. 

Just for the 
record, here is a 
list of the direc- 
tors and_ their 
movies: Martin 


Scorcese: Good- 
fellas; Raging 
Bull; and Taxi 
Driver. 

With four 
movies, Alfred 
Hitchcock had the 


following movies 
on the list: North 
By Northwest; 
Psycho; Rear 
Window; and Ver- 
tigo. 

The gold medal 
winner, Steven 
Spielberg, had the 
following movies 
on the list: Close 
Encounters of the 
Third Kind; E.T., 
the Extra-Terres- 
trial; Jaws; 
Raiders of the 
Lost Ark; and 
Schindler’s List. 

Collectively, 
these three direc- 
tors occupied 12 
spots on the list. 
That is an impres- 
sive 12 percent of 
the Greatest 
American Films of 
All Time (up to

Many countries 
have been demand- 
ing for some time 
that the patent on 
COVID-19 vaccines 
manufactured 
worldwide for pro- 
tection be waived so 
that companies 
other than their 
manufacturers like 
Pfizer or  As- 
traZeneca can man- 
ufacture them. 

The aim is to vac- 
cinate a large num- 
ber of people as 
soon as possible by 
increasing produc- 
tion rapidly. 

In this context, 
the good news came 
recently when U.S. 
President Joe 
Biden's administra- 
tion backed a 
waiver proposal by 
India and South 
Africa six months 
ago in the service of 
expanding vaccine 
distribution to 
lower-income coun- 
tries currently af- 


fected by the 
pandemic. 
However, many 


questions arise in 
this regard. Will 
other rich countries 
agree to this?

How quickly can 
this plan be put into 
practice, and will it 
really happen? 

Pfizer, a company 
that produces one 
of three vaccines 
approved for emer- 
gency use in the US, 
has gone on record 
saying that such a 
release —_ proposal 
"would create more 
problems." 

Pfizer CEO Albert 
Bourla warned on 
Friday that lifting 
patent protection 
for COVID-19 vac- 
cines would spark a 
global raw material 
race that threatens 
the safe and effi- 
cient production of 
Covid vaccines. 

A critical issue is 
how many lives will 
be lost worldwide 
by the time the plan 
succeeds. It is perti- 
nent to note that 
the case of patent 
exemption will have 
to be discussed 
under the auspices 
of the World Health 
Organization, 
which has 60 coun- 
tries. All this can 
take three to six 
months.

son, say that it costs 
money to develop 
the vaccine and 
cover the cost. And 
the company that 
makes the vaccine 
has the right to 
manufacture and 
sell the vaccine 
under a patent for a 
certain period of 
time only to make a 
profit. 

If patents expire 
so quickly and they 
are allowed to man- 
ufacture anyone, 
then why should 
any company invest 
in research for a 
new virus or epi- 
demic in the future? 

Some also say that 
when the AIDS vac- 
cine patent was re- 
voked, it became 
difficult to monitor 
its quality, and it 
became so widely 
available that it was 
being misused. 

Similarly, if a 
COVID-19 vaccine 
is developed with- 
out a patent, its ef- 


fect may soon be 
lost, and a new 
virus will emerge on 
which the vaccine 
will no longer be ef- 
fective. 

Significantly, 
while rich countries 
have developed a 
large number of 
vaccines, many 
poorer ones have 
not yet begun to be 
vaccinated. 

This unequal dis- 
tribution of vac- 
cines has created a 
deep gap between 
developing and rich 
countries. 

While many coun- 
tries have bought 
tens of millions of 
doses to vaccinate a 


large portion of 
their population 
and have taken 


steps to return to 
normalcy, develop- 
ing countries have a 
severe shortage of 
vaccines, and hun- 
dreds of citizens die 
every day amid 
heavy pressure on 
their health care. 
But on a large 
scale, this inequal- 
ity is against the in- 
terests of the whole 
world. Vaccine ex- 


perts and human 
rights groups have 
warned that the 
longer the corona 
continues to spread 
in developing coun- 
tries, the more re- 
sistant and more 
dangerous the virus 
will become. 

A report by Oxfam 
International, pub- 
lished in March, 
warned that virus 
mutations could 
neutralize existing 
vaccines in a year or 
less. 

Obviously, unless 
the whole world is 
vaccinated, the risk 
of the virus cannot 
be eliminated en- 
tirely. In such a 
case, the removal of 
the patent may be 
detrimental to the 
companies, but it 
will not benefit the 
world. 

It is in the interest 
of all countries that 
people worldwide, 
no matter where 
they live, get vacci- 
nated as soon as 
possible. Other- 
wise, no country 
will be safe.

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Over the Garden Fence — Hyperbole Or Not Hyperbole?

Many of us have a favourite star from the silent film era or 
are, at least, aware of legendary actors like Lillian Gish, 
Rudolph Valentino, Mary Pickford, Charlie Chaplin and 
Howard Lloyd. 

Can you recall how these movies were constructed, with 
scenes of characters speaking. broken up with captions, in a 
quaint typeface, revealing the dialogue? 

Remember the theatrical acting employing overstated ges- 
tures, coy expressions and the gnashing of teeth? Or how about 
the exaggerated actions in chases or love scenes—the key word 
being “exaggerated.” 

To contemporary audiences, the acting in those black & white 
oldies seems absurd, guaranteed to see an actor ushered out of 
any audition held today. That is, if they weren’t laughed out 

irst. 

However, in the 
early days of cin- 
ema,the medium it- 
self required the 
overemphasis in 
physical expression. 

The actors were 
performing in silent 
movies, unable to 
convey tone and 
emotion in their 
words. They could 
not evoke responses 
from their audience 
in the same way that 
an actor can today, 
such as a_ curt 
snicker, a sarcastic 
comeback, an affec- 
tionate comment, or 
a loud expletive. 

Instead, they had 
to convey their char- 
acters’ dialogue and 
reactions through 
exaggerated physi- 
cality. 

Audiences were able to suspend belief and accept this, be- 
cause they got it—they were used to theatre and accepted that 
the actors were showing rather than telling. Combined with the 
title cards, audiences were able to understand and follow this 
new art form of cinema. 

Okay, so what is my point? Turns out it’s not about movies... 

Today, most of us are wearing facemasks any time we go out. 
We need to interact with retailers, pharmacists, couriers, librar- 
ians and so on, as well as our friends if we see them outdoors. 
But we are missing out on the subtleties of human communi- 
cation and, either consciously or subliminally, we know this. 

Many of us, when interacting with others, are feeling starved 
for the social cues of a subtly turned up corner of the mouth, 
the grimace when he complains about the rain, or the gentle 
bite of a lip as she talks about a sick dog. Our eyes peer out from 
above our masks as if to say “I’m here, please see me, hear 
me...” 

Granted, emotions show in our eyes too, but with so many of 
us wearing spectacles and sunglasses, it’s not easy to make out 
a person’s eyes either. 

I propose a solution, drawing from early movie storytelling 
and the audiences who learned to “read” the intentions of 
Howard Lloyd, the Keystone Kops, Lillian Gish et al. 

When meeting and talking with people via masks, let’s widen 
our eyes way more to convey happiness at seeing them; frown 


very strongly to mirror their expressed frustration about the 
traffic; nod emphatically and raise our eyebrows high to ex- 
press surprise. 

We need to hunch our shoulders, bow slightly forward, wrig- 
gle our fingers and wave our arms. All of this is in lieu of seeing 
each other’s expressions and as a way of illustrating our true 
feelings when much of our face is hidden. 

How about jumping up and down in excitement? Giving our 
friend a pretend hug by hugging ourselves instead and by say- 
ing “this is for you.” There’s the thumb’s up sign for nice folks, 
the middle finger for nasty ones (well, maybe when they’re not 
looking), the wave, the beckoning motion, the stop-rightthere 
cue. 

In fact, when you think about it, there are quite a few ways we 
can enhance our interaction. It might even provide a gentle 
workout, while gyms remain closed! 

I recommend seeing reruns of Big Bird and how he conveys 
his feelings through his wings. Or else Doctor Who; after all, if 
a Dalek can empha- 
size its statements 
simply by twitching 
its _ toilet-plunger 
sticky-out eye, then, 
surely we can with 
two. 

We have two eyes, a 
couple of shoulders, 
hands, and many fin- 
gers. Legs as well. 
We can still have in- 
teresting interac- 
tions after all! 

Of course, it might 
help to limber up a 
bit first. Maybe try a 
warm-up exercise or 
two. For the young at 
heart (literally!), 
here’s a few to get 
started: Stand on 
your left leg while si- 
multaneously raising 
your left arm and 
rolling your head 
back and forth. 

Good for learning balance too—what a bonus! Do the same 
for your other side. Then jump up and down while also raising 
your eyebrows as high as they'll go. Do this for 60 seconds, then 
stand astride, twisting your body left and right as you pull your 
eyebrows together in a frown and narrow your eyes. Do these 
exercises two hundred times a day. 

Soon, you'll be able to perform all sorts of emotions and can 
practice while waiting in line for the cashier, jumping in place, 
nodding and frowning with ease. An added bonus...? Everyone 
will stay six feet away from you. Or even twelve feet. 

As for your pharmacist, he may offer you free sedatives and 
your librarian books on self-help. 

Sidenote: About those silent-movie actors: some of them were 
big stars until talkies came along and audiences heard what 
squeaky voices they really had. That was the end of it, for them.

Yet other stars, such as Douglas Fairbanks, hated appearing 
in talkies because of early complications such as hidden mics 
being stuck inside clothing, plugged into a socket a few feet 
away and thus limiting movement. Fairbanks walked away 
from Hollywood 

The take-away? When the pandemic is finally over, you may 
have to re-learn how to interact with other humans. It may not 
be as much fun as you thought.

%* UVA exposure, for example, 

increases nitric oxide which is 

a vasodilator, which improves 


blood flow, improves 
oxygenation, lowering 
respiratory rate, lowering 
blood glucose levels. 

* The red visible spectrum 


which is always present during 
the day touches on 
mitochondria function which 
increases energy and overall 


health. 

% From natural light, we also 
make the neurotransmitters 
serotonin, melatonin and 
dopamine which are critical for 
mental health including 
reducing anxiety, depression 
etc. 

* Blue light stimulates us and 
keeps us awake. It also helps 
with seasonal affective 
disorder and depression due to 
its hormone-producing 
capabilities. 

x Being outdoors has shown to 
improve our sleep quality and 


fine-tune our daily circadian 
rhythm too, as we make 
melatonin (our sleep hormone) 
from daylight, then excrete 
melatonin after an absence of 
blue light for 2+ hours (which 
is why blue blocking glasses 
are so important after sunset). 
Im not advising to recklessly go 
overboard with direct sunlight and 
start burning. Tweak your day, be 
mindful to get more natural light 
(not just direct sunlight), like 
training outside instead of in the 
gym, she said.

eople should not delay taking Covid-19 vaccine 
P: this will give virus an opportunity to develop 

new variants and some of them may reduce the 
efficacy of current vaccines, say healthcare experts. 

They believe that those not taking the vaccine are 
doing a great injustice to their near and dear ones. 

Government of India has announced that all 
individuals aged above 18 years would be eligible to 
get Covid-19 vaccination starting May 1. This must be 
considered as the end game for the deadly pandemic 
to be driven out of India but this would not be 
achieved if the young and the old hesitate to take 
vaccine, say the experts.

Being passive-aggressive 


You know this is bad. Pretty much everyone on the 
planet knows this is bad but it still happens a lot. 
This is a relationship killer, Durvasula says. This 
reflects indirect communication and usually a fair 
amount of unhappiness and challenges with self- 
asteem and insecurity on the past of the passive- 
aggressive person. Basically, it doesnt make you look 
zood and it only serves to piss off your partner. When 
you find yourself slipping into passive aggression (it 
happens), try to take a minute and think about what you 
really want say, even if its opening up about something 
youve been dreading talking about or frustrations 
youve been letting fester. Doing that instead of 


resorting to snark or sarcasm will get you so much 
farther than you think. 


Starting fights over text

We Need 


1 cup Chick peas or Chole( small 7 

variety), 2 Big Onions ( 200 gm), 2 | /////; 

Big Tomatoes (150 gm), 8 Cloves yf LNT 
of Garlic, 2" Piece of Ginger, 1 

Black Cardamom, 2" Piece of Dalchini ( Cinnamon), 5 to 6 Laung ( 
Cloves), 1Tsp Turmeric Powder( Haldi), 1 Tsp Chilli Powder, 1 Tsp 
Coriander Powder (Dhania), 2 Tsp Chana Masala ( Any Brand), 1 
Tsp Anardana Powder (Pomegranate Seed), 1 Big ladle of 
Cooking Oil, 1 Tsp Salt or to taste, % tsp Baking Soda (soda-bi- 
Carb), 2 Tsp Tea leaves, 


For Tempering 


2" Piece of Ginger cut into Jullians, 3 Green Chillies Slit 
lengthwise, 1 Tbsp Kashmiri red Chilli powder. 


Preparation 


¢ Soak Chole( White Gram) in water and soak it overnight. In 
the morning drain the water and keep aside the chick peas. Grind 
Onions to form a paste. Grind Tomatoes to form a puree. Make a 
Ginger garlic paste. 


¢ Boil 2 Tsp of Tea leaves in 1 cup water . Strain it and keep 
aside. 


¢ Mixall the Spice powder in a small bowl and keep aside. This 
way You will not forget any spice powder at the last moment. 


¢ Heat Cooking Oil in the pressure cooker and add dry spices ie 
Cardamom, Cinnamon and cloves. Let it splutter. When the Dry 
spices are heated ingoes the Onion paste. Saute the paste on 
medium flame till it is of brown colour. Add a little water and it 
will prevent onion paste from burning. 


¢ When the onions are done, add Ginger garlic paste to them. 
Saute till fragrant. 


¢ Nowis the time to add Tomato puree. Add salt alongside as it 
will quickly make tomato soft and mushy . 


¢ Stir in all the spice powders you mixed in a small bowl. Mix 
them well with the onion, tomatoes mixture. Saute till the 
mixture leaves oil. 


¢ Add drained Chole . Saute for 2 min. Now add water to Chole. 
Approximately 4 times the quantity of Chole. The water should 
only cover the Chole and not more. 


¢ Nowletus have the Halwai effect. Add 1 cup of tea water to 
the Chole which is going to give the traditional black colour to 
them. After pouring tea water in pressure cooker, stir in Baking 
soda. You will see bubbles forming on the surface . This 
chemical reaction is going to bring out the real taste of Punjabi 
Chole. 


¢ Nowclose the lid of the cooker and on high flame cook it till 8 
whistles. Let the steam sit. Open the pressure cooker only after it 
has cool down completely. If Chole appear thick , add boiled 
water to adjust the consistency. Switch off the flame. 


¢ Time to temper the Punjabi Chole. Take a small pan. Switch 
on the flame. When the pan is warm, add Desi ghee. Let it heat a 
bit and then add Ginger Julians and Slit green chillies. Saute for a 
30 seconds switch off the flame . 


¢ Immediately add Kashmiri red Chilli powder to the pan and 
quickly pour the ' tadka' over the cooked Chole.
